South Dixon was visited by a wind 
and h ail storm about 4 o’clock Satur­ 
day afternoon th at damaged build­ 
ings, orch ards and orops to th e extent 
of th ousands of dollars. 
A great deal 
of h ail fell in th e city of Dixon, but 
th e damage was comparatively sligh t. 
Th ere was really two storms, th e two 
being about a h alf h our apart. 
More 
ram and h ail fell during th e first th an 
th e second storm 
Th e damage done 
in Dixon was principally to trees. 
Several large ones were blown down 
in various parts of Dixon. 
South Dixon townsh ip caugh t it th e 
worst. Th ere th e storm took th e form 
of a tornado, and it played h avoc with 
every th ing in its path . Its course 
was in a south ernly directioa until it 
reach ed th e five mile branch wh en it 
took a south easterly direction th rough 
Eidena to Amboy. 
Its path 
was 
about one and a h alf miles wide. 
Th e damage done to th e corn will 
amount to th ousands of dollars. Acre 
after acre was blown flat to th e ground 
and completely riddled by th e h ail. 
Farmers say th e wind was someth ing 
terrifflc and h ail fell as large as h ick­ 
ory nuts. 
All along its path wind 
mills were badly damaged or blown 
down 


CHENEY BARN DAMAGED

ground. Th e corn was badly dam­ 
aged. 


W alter Merrlman farm were blown

At th e Preston sch ool h ouse large 
trees and out buildings were blown 
down. 
On tbe Mrs. Sh effield farm th e corn 
crop is badly ruined and many trees 
are down.

SEYBERT BARN WRECKED. 


Th e 12500 bank barn on th e James 
Seybert farm, about two miles south 
of Dixon was completely wrecked. 
Tbe structure was one of th e best 
modern barns in th e townsh ip. 
It 
was 48 x96 with 20 feet pons from th e 
tOD floor. Th e entire barn was sh at­ 
tered and blown from its foundation 
as th ough it were a mere toy. Lee 
Eastman, wh o resides on th e farm, 
sustained damages amounting to over 
# 1400 
Nearly all h is farm mach inery 
was in th e barn and th e most of it 
was damaged. Four h orses were in 
tbe basement of th e barn, one of 
wh ich was killed, and th e oth ers more 
or less injured. A live calf was cut 
out of th e ruins Sunday morning. 
How it escaped .with its life is a 
miracle. 
It was covered with h ay, 
logs and mach inery. 
About seventy- 
j 
five tons of h ay is exposed to th e 
weath er, and if it rains much with in 
th e next couple of days th is will be 
lost. Th e loss to th e barn and con­ 
tents is pretty well covered by in­ 
surance. 


ROYS HAVE NARROW ESCAPE.

WAS SHOT BY MOTHER’S OROER 


Conaway Was a Prominent Building 
Contractor and Politician. 


Harv ey Conaway, a well-k nown con­ 
tractor and 
politician 
of 
Coieta, 
Whiteside county, was shot and in­ 
stantly k illed « Sunday morning 
at 
12:30 o’clock by Charles Herrick , 14 
ears of age. 
The shooting is of a 
peculiar nature 
and 
has 
caused 
tremendous excitement in the county, 
although no arrests hav e been made. 
Sunday morning at about 12 o’clock 
or later, Mr. Conaway, unable to sletp 
on account of the heat, went to the 
ice house of Hugh Shannon, in Coieta. 
by permission of the owner, and in 
company with Wiliam Geesey secured 
a cak e of ice. 
Mrs. W. H. Herrick , 
who liv es in a flat twenty feec from 
the ice house and ov er the store of 
Mr. Shannon, imagined tha t robbers 
were entering or leav ing the Shannon 
store, and securing a double-barrel 
shotgun she gav e It to her son and 
adv ised him to shoot at the intruder, 
but told him to aim low. 


b o y ’s s h o t i s f a t a l . 
T he boy shot, discharging the con­ 
tents of both barrels in the back of 
Conaway on tbe right side, boring a 
hole through fiv e ribs and tearing the 
lung and liv er. 
Conaway fell forward 
with a cry and in an instant was dead. 
Fiv e hours after the shooting Mrs. 
Herrick was notified of the result and 
she has since been prostrated. 
She 
tak es the blame upon herself for the 
act of her son. 
During the past week s Mrs H errick 
has been extremely 
nerv ous 
ov er 
numerous robberies tha t hav e been 
com m itted in the v illage and she 
liv ed in constant fear tha t an a ttem pt 
would be made to rob Mr. Shannon’s 
store. 
Mr. Conaway was a v eteran of 
the civ il war, had been a resident of 
Coieta for about a half a century and 
has been prominently identified with 
politics in his home town and W hite­ 
side county, although he nev er sought 
office for himself. 
He was widely 
k nown throughout this section of the 
country,
